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John  Wood  Wins  Silver  Medal  For  Canada 


John  wood  70  brought  honour  to  Can- 
ada in  the  1976  Olympic  Games  by  placing 
second  in  the  CI  500  metres  canoeing 
event.  As  an  indication  of  the  very  close 
finish,  his  time  was  only  a  fraction  of  a 
second  behind  the  winner  and  the  distance 
between  them  a  matter  of  inches.  He  and 
his  partner  Greg  Smith  also  reached  the 
finals   in   the   C2   1,000  metres. 

This  was  John's  third  appearance  in  the 
Olympics.  He  competed  for  Canada  in  1972 
and  the  first  time  in  1968  while  still  a 
student  at  St.  Andrew's. 

The  School  was  delighted  to  have  John 
spend  the  day  in  Aurora  on  September 
24th,  when  he  was  introduced  to  the  boys 
at  lunch  and  graciously  told  them  of  his 
experiences.

be  is  the  only  living  member  of  the 
hocfcev  team  which  won  a  gold  medal 
for  Canada  at  the  1924  Olympics  Thjs 
first  ever  winter  Olympics  was  held  on 
Che  slopes  of  Mont  Blanc  at  Chamomx. 
France  The  win  was  a  great  triumph 
for  the  Granites,  which  many  sports 
writers  have  called  Canada  s  strongest 
ever  amateur  hockey  team  Besides  Mr 
Cameron,  the  team  roster  included 
Dune  Munro,  Harry  Watson,  Beatty 
Ramsay  and  Hooley  Smith  The  second 
goalie  Ernie  Collett.  doubled  as  team 
manager

Following  his  Olympic  adventure, 
Mr  Cameron  attended  McGitl  Uni-

A  holder  of 
numerous  badminton  honors,  he  recalls 
plaving  with  such  figures  as  Jack 
Purcell,  Bill  Stewart  and  Rod  Phelan 
He  represented  Canada  several  times  in 
international  badminton  matches,  arid 
twice  won  the  doubles  championship  of 
Ontario 

His  golfing  career  has  been  the  most 
durable  of  all  his  sporting  activities  and 
for  that  reason  probably  the  most  satis- 
fying He  won  the  Quebec  amateur  golf 
title  twice  and  the  Quebec  Open  once, 
and  in  1932  was  finalist  for  the  Canadian 
amateur  championship  He  played  in 
the  U  S  amateur  quarter  finals,  and  in 
member  of  the  Canadian  sen 
*  riich  won  a  tn-country  event 
by  defeating  the  U.S.  and  Great  Britain 

As  the  first  golfer  in  North  America 
to  wear  shorts  on  a  course,  he  created  a 
minor  sensation  in  1927  while  playing  in 
the  Ontario  amateur  championship  at 
Toronto's  Royal  York  Club 

"At  that  time  practically  everyone 
wore  plus-fours  I  had  got  used  to  shorts 
in  badminton  and  found  them  so  com- 
fortable that  I  decided  to  wear  them  on 
the  golf  course,  and  I've  been  doing  it 
ever  since  I  took  a  lot  of  ribbing  at  first 
but  it  was  all  in  good  fun  ."

Football  remains  strong  at  St.  Andrew's. 
Following  last  year's  championship  First 
team  optimism  prevailed  at  the  start  of 
the  season  for  another  good  year.  It  was 
obvious  that  this  year's  squad  lacked  size 
but  might  make  up  for  that  by  speed  and 
agility.  The  first  setback  occurred  when 
the  veteran  fullback  was  lost  for  the  season 
with  torn  knee  ligaments  necessitating  sur- 
gery. Then  the  starting  running  back  was 
injured  in  the  first  game.  With  other  minor 
injuries,   coach   Ackerman   found    it  neces- 


sary to  have  seven  or  eight  boys  playing 
both  offence  and  defence.

R.  R.  McLaughlin 
Memorial  Lectures 


Through  the  efforts  of  Rob  Parker  '60 
and  his  father  a  fund  has  been  established 
to  sustain  a  series  of  annual  lectures  at 
St.  Andrew's  in  memory  of  Dr.  Roland  R. 
McLaughlin  who  died  in  1970.  Dr.  Mc- 
Laughlin was  an  Old  Boy  who  attended 
the  School  from  1913  to  1918  and  be- 
came dean  of  the  University  of  Toronto's 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering. 
He  was  also  on  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  St.   Andrew's   1960-65. 

The  first  lecture  in  the  series  was  de- 
livered in  the  Ketchum  Auditorium  last 
May  17  by  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Maclnnis,  Can- 
ada's distinguished  underwater  explorer. 
Dr.  Maclnnis  gave  a  fascinating  account 
of  the  dives  carried  out  in  the  Arctic  by 
his  party  the  previous  summer,  using  the 
underwater  observation  chamber  specially 
developed  for  polar  exploration. 

The  second  lecture  is  expected  to  take 
place  next  May  and  will  be  given  by  a 
well  known  authority  in  the  field  of  science. 
Visitors  will   be   welcome. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  fund  will  grow  to 
the  point  where  the  income  will  provide 
the  honorariums  to  the  visiting  lecturers. 
Anyone  wishing  to  contribute  may  do  so 
to  the  St.  Andrew's  College  Foundation, 
designating  their  donation  for  the  Dr.  R. 
R.    McLaughlin    Memorial    Lectures.

One  of  the  original  students  to  enter 
St.  Andrew's  when  it  first  opened  its  doors 
in  the  old  MacPherson  residence  at  Yonge 
and  Roxborough  Streets  was  John  Camp- 
bell Fraser.  He  spent  his  high  school  years 
at  the  School,  leaving  in  1904  to  enter 
business.  He  started  his  career  with  the 
National  Trust  Company  in  Toronto  and 
three  years  later  took  a  position  with  the 
investment  firm  of  F.  H.  Deacon  and  Co., 
becoming    a    partner   in    1909. 

Jack  Fraser  became  an  influential  mem- 
ber of  the  Toronto  Stock  Exchange  and 
served  as  its  President  in  1923.  Having 
developed  a  growing  personal  clientele,  he 
opened  his  own  firm  in  July,  1925  to- 
gether with  Russell  Dingman  as  a  partner. 
The  firm  still  exists  today.  Mr.  Fraser 
maintained  a  policy  of  never  trading  on 
the  Stock  Exchange  for  his  own  account 
in  securities  that  he  recommended  to  his 
clients. 

Col.  R.  S.  McLaughlin  was  one  of  his 
clients  which  led  to  a  relationship  not  only 
as  financial  advisor  but  as  a  close  friend 
which  extended  over  forty  years  until 
Colonel  Sam's  death  at  the  age  of  100. 
Interestingly  enough  another  of  his  clients 
was  Wallace  Campbell,  first  President  of 
Ford  of  Canada  while  McLaughlin  of 
course   headed  General   Motors. 

Mr.  Fraser  adopted  an  attitude  of  non- 
involvement  directly  with  St.  Andrew's, 
but  nevertheless  he  was  a  financial  sup- 
porter of  the  School  and  it  is  a  reasonable 
assumption  that  he  had  at  least  something 
to  do  with  Col.  McLaughlin's  magnificent 
gift  to  St.   Andrew's   in    1969. 

Always  a  picture  of  vigorous  good  health, 
Mr.  Fraser  rarely  missed  a  day  at  his 
office  until  he  suffered  a  stroke  last  Jan- 
uary. He  died  peacefully  at  his  home  in 
Scarborough  on  July  31st,  1976  at  the  age 
of  90
